Union Feeling. 

Evorywhoro on tho Lower Eraser — 
abovo and below New Westmin- 
Bt or — ft t ovory point at which n 
town lias boon established or a po- 
tatoo-patch plantod outsido of the 
capital limits — tho universal cry is for 
Union with Vancouver Island, one 
gystom of lawB and ono set of officials. 
Not a man is mot — bo ho farmer 
minor or morcbant — but donounccs 
the prosont system of Govornmont as 
odious; tho taxation as oppressive, 
and tho papinjay officials as so many 
vampiros sucking tho country's life* 
blood. Particularly is this tho caso at 
tho town of Yalo. Tho pooplo, with 
acarcoly an oxcoption, aro kindly dis- 
poaod towards Victoria, and would 
hail with gladnoss tho day on which 
thoy woro brought into closor com- 
munion and fellowship with tho com- 
mercial omporium of tho North Paci- 
fic. All rocogniso tho importanco of 
reprosouting to tho Homo Govorn- 
mont tho roal stato of public fooling 
on this important subject, and an 
oarnost dosiro is manifostod to rofuto, 
by an array of facts that oannot bo 
controverted, tho libols that Govornor 
Soymour has pourod into tho oar of tho 
Colonial Office Tho spirit of jealousy 
and ill-will that has manifested iteoll 
in tho capital of tho sister Colonv, and 
has boon sedulously fostorod by the 
official olomont for their own purpo- 
ses, finds no rosponso in any cthor 
section of that Colony. Woro the 
country pollod to-morrow, it roquires 
no prophot to prodict that tho voto 
■would bo two to ono in favor of unit- 
ing tho destinies of tho two Colonies. 
In view of this fooling, it bohooves 
our pooplo to bestir themselves and 
tako tho nocossary stops to direct this 
feeling into tho channel in -which it 
may bo most useful in attaining tho 
great end. Confodoration would bo 
desirable ; but unloss thoso Colonies 
aro included in tho schemo now beforo 
tho Imperial Parliament, thoro is but 
littlo hope of tho Eastern Provinces 
taking us under thoir wing for somo 
timo to come. Annexation to the 
United States has boon mootod ; hut 
to thoso who will givo thomsolvos tho 
troublo to think for a momout, the 
idea will soom absurd and Utopian. 
When Groat Britain rolinquishos her 
hold upon tho only soaport she pos- 
sesses in tho North Pacific and 
consents to givo up tho koy to British 
Columbia — to loso prestige, and torri. 
tory — it will bo aftor hor groatnoss 
has departed and sho no longor holds a 
place amoug tho groat nations of tho 
earth. Annexation would bo desira- 
ble for many reasons; but we might 
as woll ask for tho moon as to petition 
tho Mothor Country to allow us to 
sover tho chord that now binds us to 
her. Wo would stand as good a 
chanco of gotting tho ono as tho othor. 
Our only salvation is Union with con- 
ditions ; and wo havo but to join our 
voices to thoso of our follow-Colonists 
in British Columbia to accomplish our 
object, Who will tako tho initiative 
in an effort to utilizo tho Union fool- 
ing of tho sistor Colony ? It is usoloss 
to appeal to tho Assombly — they 
botch ovorything ; bosides, tho pooplo 
long sinco lost confidence in that illus- 
trious body of BtatoBmon. (iovernor 
Konnody, with DeCosmos and Mo- 
Cluro, tried his hand at Union in 1805, 
and signally failed,— and no assistance 
need bo looked for from that quarter. 
Tho pooplo, it is plain to bo soon, 
must roly ontirely on thomsolvos in 
any movement that may bo made.

Mexico 

Mutamoras, August ID — Tho French have 
evacuaud Matamoras and fc'allollo, and botb 
placos aro now in our possession. Within a 
month <Jt;n. Escounda will havo 10,000 men, 
and within thrco months he will bo bcfoio 
San Luis. Tampico lias boon attacked by 
Questo, and ono-fourtli of our forcca aro in 
possession of tho place, oxcept wliore tho 
Fronoh to tho number of ono thousand are 
concoutralcd. 1'ava and his forces wero 
orossiug tho river in aid of our troops. Tho 
forces under llerrona consisting of 3000 men 
returned to the national cause and united 
with Puva'e. 

Europe, 

Father Point, August 20— Tho steamship 
St David brings dates to tho 10th. Tho 
London Times says the speech of iho King 
of Prussia, (which lias alrcudy been reported 
by cable) lias not made alavorable impression 
in Paris, evon amongst thoso who most ap- 
proved of his BiieccHs. Tho absence of any 
allusion to Franco offends Parisians. The 
Times Paris correspondent thinks tho French 
pooplu would hail a war with Prussia. 

Baron Worthor loft Berlin on tho 8(h for 
Prague. It is said that definite negotiations 
would bo held between Austria and Italy. 
Tho King of Prussia would shortly proceed

Letter front Mr Morris — THe 
Cherry Creek. Silver Lead. 

Editors Colonist .t Chronicle : — Gen- 
tlemen: — When addressing you from this 
pluce on the 1 1 lb ultimo, (being then on ray 
way to the Cherry Creek silver mino,) I 
promised you that if anything worth noting 
appeared on tho way thereto, you would hear 
from me. 

I have just returned from tho mino. The 
Company uro at work with two shifts of 
workmen — aro takicg out ore — and getting 
on with the works in a workmanlike and 
satisfactory manner. I havo brought with 
mo, some specimens of the ore taken from 
iho lode with my own hands, which I am 
now forwarding to Victoria for assay 
Should tho assay be favorablo, the ore can 
be had in quantities, either for oxport or to 
be reduced to silver and gold as soon as the 
Company get up their mill works. It is n 
matter of surprise to are, that hitherto so 
littlo has been known of so extensive and so 
valuable a mino. Tho lode is stripped now 
for tho distauce of 3o0 feet in tho bed of 
ihe creek, but it is deemed advisable by tho 
Company to get at it somo 25 loet under the 
bed of the creek, to guard against water from 
the Creek. To enable them lo do this, they 
are sinking a shaft 3G feet from the lode at 
the surface in the bank. Whan down 25 
feet, they will drift toward the seam until 
thoy strike it, then work both ways— that is 
to say N. W. and S. E., as tho lodo runs 
straight. 

As soon as tho grass on tho mountains 
through which tho lode runs, and tho under- 
brush, is sufficiently dry (or burning, I pur- 
poso roturning to the creek to burn up tho 
grass, brush uud timber, tho more readily to 
enable mo to trace Ihe lode, so as to take up 
a claim outsida ihn present Company's 
ground. From the Shellimaoheno to the 
creek, a distance of 70 miles, the country 
abounds in erass and feed, and with the ex- 
ception of Capt. Huughton's and Nelson's 
ranches, there are no other improvements 
along the trail at theso places. Excellent 
crops ol wheat, oats, barley, beans, tomatoes, 
peas, turnips, cabbage and corn uro growing.

Our Indian Policy, 

Editors Colonist & Chronicle — A letter 
appeared in your issuo of Friday headed 
■ Our Indian Policy," which, seems to me to 
have been written either by ono who wishes 
lo do all he can to make troublo and dispute 
arise out of a hearty endeavor on the purt of 
our farmers to belter their condition and tho 
Colony's, or else by one who lor some private 
interest of his own is unwilling that the land 
now held by the Indians should be disposed 
of for Borne purposo more useful and benefi- 
cial. He commences by saying that the meet- 
ing of Thursday last wus got up by some of 
(iovernor Kennedy's friends, whereas I think 
most of your reuders will agroo with me that 
it was a hearty and well intenUoned effort to 
revive the drooping condition ol the Colony, 
and improve the prospects of Agriculturists. 
As to the injustice ol depriving the Indians 
of their laud, as far as I can make out trom 
the accuunl of the meeting, it wus intended 
that some return should bo made to the In- 
dian for the loss of his land, and that if he 
was unwilling to part with it, it should not be 
taken from him by force. Would it not be 
belter for an agricultural town to spring up 
with a market, whore the Indian could obtuin 
u good pricu for his produce and which con- 
sequently would bo on inducement lor him 
to cultivate his laud, than for the land lo be 
unimproved and the Indian unable to obtain 
anything for his labor? t-urely it would bo 
lar better for 500 or 1000 acres to be left for a 
reserve and the remainder thrown open for 
general cultivation. 1 am glad to see that at 
least one " Priest of the Most High God " 
takes an interest in the welfare ol his country 
and his fellow Colonists. May he always 
continue to do so. We do not wish to see 
the Indians transformed into "Gorillas" (one 
or two might bo of some use to sond home lo 
the Zoological Gardens). Yet 1 believe most 
of us are anxious to seo their condition im- 
prove, which it very certainly is not doing 
under tho present distribution of land. I 
only hope that this meeting may bo followed 
up by somo hearty attempt to opon up the 
country, improve tho condition ot tho agri- 
culturist, and turn tho Indian Reserves to 
some more beneficial use than at present, 
although opposed by ttio evil wishers of the 
Colony.

Mr J E. Edwards oi tho Aurora 
claim returnod hero last night from 
Williams Crook. Wo havo rocoived 
tho following important intolligenco 
Irom him about tho discovory of two 
new gold bearing crooks. Mr Edwards 
left Williams Crook on tho 21st Juno, 
and camo down to Soda Crock From 
that placo ho wont to tho Forks Quos- 
nol by Beavor Lake. Ho proceeded 
up tho mouth Forks lako 25 miles, 
whero ho discouvored two crooks, 
which ho named Coquet and Codar 
Crocks. Tho latter being three miles 
higher up than the former. Ho then 
proceeded to Koithloy's Crook, where 
ho found a minor namod Dovoo 
anil another, whom ho induced to ac- 
company him back to tho crooks- They 
first prospected for only a short timo 
on Coquet Creek, whero thoy found 
gold which would pay, according to 
tlio superficial trial thoy gavo it, about 
anouncoa day to the band. They 
afterwards went to Codar Creek. 
About ono milo from its mouth they 
prospoctcd on a bar by ground 
Bloucing, from 9, a. m. to 12 o'clock — 
They thon turned off the water and 
panned off sovon and a quartor ouncos 
of round, coarse gold, resembling tho 
gold of Williams Creek. The party 
took tip discovery claims each, as woll 
as several claims for thoir friends, 
which thoy subsequently recorded. 
Thoy wont up the crook about oight or 
nine miles. Thore aro two canons in 
in it; tho hills on each sido aro steep 
and densely timbered with hoavy 
cedar- Tho bed-rock is botweon a 
slate and sedoinontary rock, and is 
only two foot from tho surface There 
is about as much water in tho crook as 
in Williams and Jack-of-Cluba Croks 
combined. The grads of tho crooks is 
good for mining purposes. Tho crook 
is from feet to 3U0 foot wido, runs 
N.N.E. by S.S.W. and hoads in tho di- 
viding ridge between South Fork Lako 
and Cariboo Lake.

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Wednesday, August 22. 
Tlio Council root at 2:30 p. m. Tho lions, 
tho Colonial Seorelary, (presiding) Treasurer 
und H. Kbudos were prt:seut. 

ROAD BILL. 

The Treasurer moved the second reading 
of a bill tu amend Uie Koad Act, 18G0, sec- 
onded by Mr Uboden and curried. It was 
subsequently sent to Cumuiitteo. 

APPROPRIATION DILI,. 

This bill came up for the secoud reading. 

Tho hon. Treasurer was desirous of expe- 
diting public business as rauch as possible, 
but was not desirous of the second reading of 
-the bill lo-duy, Tho principle of allowing 
the liouau ol Assembly to initiate money 
bills he did not approve of. 

Mr Rhodes did not see much harm in its 
passing u second reeling. It would only be 
advanciug it a step, rie was in lavor ol thu 
same. 

As tho bill was the order of the daj it re- 
quired no seconder and on the casting vote 
of the Uliainnun the bill was read a second 
time nod sent to committee. 

The Council then adjourned till Monday 
next at 2 p. m. 

Legislative Assembly. 

Wednesday, Aug, 22th, 186G. 
Speaker took his seat at 1:10 p. m. Pres- 
ent—Messrs UoOosmos, Young, MoCluro. 
jf idwell, Carswell. Messrs Coohrane, Ash 
and Powell, came in subsequently. 

TUB UNCONDITIONAL UNION RESOLUTIONS, 

Mr Young inlroduoed Ihe motion of which 
be had given notice to rescind the original 
unconditional Union Resolutions passed by the 
House. He condemned tho resolutions to 
which he had Blways been opposed, and 
pointed out their humiliating, and ruinous 
effects. He was in lavor of equitable Uuioo, 
and was now ready to ' burry tlie butcbet" and 
consult with other members as to what was 
best to bo done for tho ioterost ol tho coun- 
try, aud if they could not get fair Union then 
conlederatiun, or annexation. He did not 
condemn the mover of the resolution, who 
might have been actuated by patriotic 
motives, but he (iho mover) must now admii 
that he was mistaken iu tbu liberality and 
justice ol thu Uuveroraent iu whom he con- 
fided. . 

Dr Dickson concurred in tho resolutions 
excepting that part leaving it to EL M. Gov- 
ernment to effect UnioD on such terms as to 
it might seem meet. Tho hon. mover bad 
entirely confided to the sense of justice of H. 
M.QovoromBOt.bat he ( D.D.) still thought tne 
Parliament too just and intelligent to allow 
such a pi 1 ' as ' ne 0119 submitted to pass. 
For this bill he should never vote, although be 
was in f-ivor of Union, he thought that it 
would besufiicieut to rescind the words he 
objected to. 

Mr Pidwell regretted that such words had 
ever been used, as the people knew bettor 
than Her Majesty's Government, what tho 
country wauled. Ho however, thought Iho 
original rssolutions had been already re- 
scinded by tho subsequent ones, setting 
forth what was wanted and which were sent 
home by steamer and by telegraph. He had 
always found during a long life of Colonial 
experience, that tho Uoiuo Government only 
granted what was asked for. Ho maintained 
that Union with British Columbia, was os. 
eential lor our mutual interests or whether 
for the purpose of joining the great confed- 
eration. Tlie motion of Mr Young was on 
insidious attempt to frustrate Union. 

Mr DeCosmos did not deny the right ol 
any hon. member to propose to rescind a 
resolution or repeal a law, but he argued that 
it would be breaking faith with the Home 
Government and the country, to rescind the 
resolution without giving Her Majesty's Gov- 
ernment notice. He look tho hon. momber 
for tbe City, (Mr Young) to task lor the posi- 
tion he had assumed on the Union question. 
The country demanded Union aud must have 
it, and ho was ready to go with the hon. 
gentlnman lo their constituents to-morrow, 
' on the question of Union. Ii was the Tirritl 
idol that tho hon. gentleman then oontondod 
for, unmindful of the other more important 
question. Mr DeCosmos denied that tho 
House wont begging to British Columbia and 
gave tho origin ol tho Liucoudilioual Reso- 
lutions whieti occurred in this wise. Au hon. 
gentleman (Mr McClure) who was not then 
a member of the House, aud himself in au 
interview with Governor Kennedy, prior to 
tbe passing of tne Uniou Resolutions, were 
recommended lo leave the negotiation Tor 
Uuion in tho Governor's hands and to pass 
a resolution leaving the question of Uaion 
untrammelled. When such u resolution, 
passed by a majority of the House, was placed 
in his hands, His Excellency said ho would 
telegraph lo England, and that on the same 
being placed before Her Majesty's Uovem- 
menl there would bo an order in Council 
made constituting one Governor for both Col- 
onies, and that Governor would bring the 
legislators together, so us to settle then dif- 
ferences and establish Union with Victoria 
as the capital. It was on that account that 
he had voted $50,000 for the Gubernatorial 
residence in Victoria, but ho must say il the 
Governor bus done what is right in tho matter 
as regards Union, it has not appeared in his 
despatches. The lion, gentleman spoke al 
length on the subject in answer lo thu argu- 
ments ol the introducer of the motion, desig- 
nating the idea ol allocution to the Uuilod 
States us propoalerously absurd, and main* 
tuining that the House could not consistently 
with its duties or its honor rescind the origin- 
al resolutions, without offering some palliative 
to Her Majesty's Government. 

Mr McClure objected to the introduction of 
personalities. Il was simpiy necessary that 
the House should record thai it was not will- 
ing to accept the terms ol Union proposed 
in tbe Bill- ' l Wllrt natural to suppose that 
Hot Majesty's Government on making any 
change would add to instead of taking away 
the representative power of a Colony, merely 
beoatiso it wished lo bo united with another 
Her Majesty's Government was not 'that 
parental being some supposed and must bo 
told that Vancouver isluud would not uccept 
any Union that did not givo representation

ou a basis of population. Ha brought in an 
amendment to that effect. 

The Speaker said it wus out of order, a 
resolution to that eflect hud already been dis- 
cussed and passed. 

Mr I'idwell moved tho adjournment of the 
dobate uutil after the urrivul of the steamer. 

Dr Ash thought Iho duty of the House was 
clear. There wus no uso of tolling Her 
Hajesty's Government what tho last hon. 
genlloman had said. Tho terms ollerod ho 
considered wero tho only ones practicable 
for tho Home Government to oiler. They 
were to have one Governor, tho capital was 
not settled, and, suppose it was New West- 
minster for tho present, in the courso of 
oveuts it must come to Victoria. Ho ulludod 
to tho different modes of luxation, to tho 
heavy debt of British Columbia and to the 
TariU question aud concluded by suying that 
thnso who opposed Union under the bill wore 
opposing the best interests of the country. 

Alter somo explanatory remarks from Mr 
Young on certain statements of Mr DeCos- 
mos, House adjourned till Thursday at 3 p.m. 

The Excursion to Yale. 

The U. S. Revenue Cutter Lincoln, Capt. 
J. \V. White, having on board Messrs George 
H. MumrurdandU.lt. Hamas of tbo Col- 
lins and Slale Telegraph Companies ; Capt. 
Franklin, Dr B, B. Bingham and Ensign J. 
W. Kimhell, ol tho U. war steamer Sagi- 
naw ; Capt. J. It. Fleming, of tho river 
steamer Lillooet ; and sovorul other gentle- 
men, sailed from Victoria harbour on Friday 
morning last on an excursion trip to tho 
town of Yale, British Columbia. The party- 
was most courteously receivod and bospita. 
bly' entertained on board the Linooln by 
Capt. White and his gentlemanly officers, 
who gave up their cabins to the guests aud 
ullordod ovcry opportunity (or their enjoy- 
ment aud happiuess. Tbo cutter reached 
New Westminster about 8 o'clock on the 
same evening, and was received with u salute 
lired from Columbia Square. On proceeding 
ushore tho excursionists received a hoarty 
welcome from Iho towupeople, who at once 
set on foot plans to add to the pleasure ol 
the party. Several invitations were extended 
for the lollowing day, all ol which wero de- 
clined in consequence of the Yale engage- 
ments rendering il necessary lor the party lo 
leave on Capt- Fleming's steamer I.illooet for 
that town on the following morning. At 10 
o'clock, a. m. on Saturday, Capt. White, 1st 
Lieut. Hodgsdon, and Chief liugineor Way- 
son, of tho Lincoln, having joined the party, 
New Westminster was left behind, and the 
noble steamer ploughed her way against tho 
rapid current of the Eraser. The first stop- 
pingipluco was Fort Lungloy, which the 
writer remembers, nearly seven years ago, as 
a flourishing burgh; but floods, and the re- 
moval of the seat of Government to New 
Westminster, have reduced the population to 
a few Hudson Bay Company's employes, 
and iho town, which iu those days, was re- 
garded as the Sacramento of these Colonies, 
now only consists of the Company's buildings 
aud half-a-dozen tumblo-down shanlies. Af- 
ter leaving Laugley, Ihe next place uf note 
was Harrison Uiver— tho blue waters ol 
which, contrastod with the stream of liquid 
mud that Eraser River at this point resem- 
bles, presenting a sight both beautiful and 
novel, and one that would have been much 
better appreciated had the pestilont mos- 
quitos remained at home. As it was, how- 
over, the little buzzing nuisances managed 
to make the few moments passed at the wood 
pile, almost unendurable. It was quite 
amusing to behold tho stout sons of Mars, 
who had passed four years beneath an cuo- 
my's fire, and never flinched, as they turned 
their backs at tho approach of tho insects, 
and, after a hopeless struggle, capitulated, 
and place themselves entirely nt the mercy of 
tho relentless foe. From New Westminster 
to Harrison River, a number of (armor's 
cabins have sprung up in the last few years ; 
tho quantity of land cultivated is very small, 
but sufficient for tho limited local demand. 
Excellent hay is cm on the prairies here- 
abouts, and carried above and be low on the 
steamers. Vegetables, especially cucumbers 
attain a great size on the bits ol land that 
wo observed under cultivation. From Harri-. 
son River to Yalo thero was but one stop- 
ping place — Hope (or Hopeless as it should 
bo called — which was reached at 2 o'clock 
in the morning. After the delay of ail hour 
or so, to enable the worst tillles in the rivoi 
botween Hope and Yalo to be crossed by de- 
light, the Lillooet uguin started, aud aboul 
4)..' o'clock, as tho first rays of t J id Sol be- 
gan to gild the mountain-peaks, Capt. 
Fleming called the company from their 
berths to inform them that Emory's Bar 
rillle wai in sight, aud that the steamer 
would shortly bo in the midst of that danger- 
ous whirl. No second summons was neces- 
sary, aud tho excursionists soon had the 
gratification of seeing the vessel -under tho 
skillful management of the celebrated pilot, 
'• Delaware "—safely over the dangerous spot 
and speeding rapidly towards the dreaded 
Hellgalo— so-called from the impetuosity 
with which the current rushes through u 
narrow gorge or canyon. In ibis riQId, which 
is not more than the length of Iho steamer, the 
channel is nurrowed by tho presence uf two 
large rocks on either side of ihe river, aud tbe 
descending water, striking first tho rock on 
the west side of the stream, shoots diagonally 
across and strikes the rock on the east side. 
Through this gorge, thu groat body ol water 
rushes at a rate of speed that renders naviga- 
tion at high water almost impossible, but at 
tho stage at winch we entered the 
" gate," tho Lillooet speedily forced her 
way through und was soon stemming 
the less troublous current beyond. The 
next point of interest reached was ihe la- 
mous Hill's liar, Irom which, early iu 185d, 
and (or mouths afterwards, rich deposits of 
gold wore raised. It was the extraordinary 
yield of gold Irom this bur, .vhich, in that 
memorable year caused tho great Eraser 
river excitement, aud drew 20,000 people 
from California to British Columbia and Vam 
couver Island, Hut its richness has long 
since departed — ''it huth taken unto itself 
wings" and ''hath gone forih on its mission" 
to increase Iho commerce of the world, and 
to add (let us hope) to the material prosperity 
of tho toiling masses. At (ii o'clock, au 
nbrupt turn brought us in sight of the town of 
Yale, the head of stoam navigation, nestled at 
iho base of huge mountains, which rear them- 
selves heavenward on every sido. It is here 
that tho groat lor warding business of tho 
iuterior is conducted, and it is hero that tho 
trunk road— that Bplendid monument to tba 
groatnoss of Sir James Douglas— commences. 
It was Sabbath morning, but iho shrill whis- 



tle of tho Lilloooi roused the dreamy sleepers, 
und by the ti no tbo stoamer had "tied up" 
at the lownsite, n goodly collection of per., 
sons had assembled to woloomo tho oxcur> 
siouists. The company wcro most hospita- 
bly roceived und entertained by tho towns- 
people, who rnully appear to enjoy a degreo 
of prosperify elsewhere unknown in these 
Colonies. Thero are no bankruptcies here — 
no grumbling ut dull times. Buildings are iu 
courso of ereetion und real ostato is stendily 
rising iu value. Tho business transacted 
hero must bt; enormous. Largo pack trains 
and wagons laden with freight, loavo the 
town daily lor tho North. Thero are two 
fireproof storehouses here — owned by Oppen" 
heimor & Co., and Alwuy & Bailey — and 
throe Churches, viz: Catholic, Episcopal and 
Melhodist. Tua Episcopal Church, (over 
which Rev. Mr Good prosides) was tho only 
one at which diviue service was hold on 
Sunday last, und Capt. Franklin and staff 
attended. Tho Indiaus, under tho spiritual 
guidance of tho Brothers of Oblnte, have 
made great progress socially and spiritually, 
and their cleauly appearanoo, and tho woll- 
ordered state of their houses, reflects great 
credit on the efforts of tho Brotherhood. 
A parly — cousisliog ol Lieut. Hodgsdon, 
Ensign K imbell and Mr Haiues, ascended a 
high peak to tho North of tho town, and 
planted thoreuu two small English and 
American llags. Mr Mumford, Capt. White 
and several other gentlemen, wore iuvited to 
ride into tbe interior_ by their now-made 
friends, and the day wus most pleasantly 
passed, Gentile photographed ihe party in 
the alieruoon. In iho evening ihe visitors 
sat down (upon the invitution of Capt. Flem 
ing) to a sumptuous repast ou board the 
Lillooet, which was attended by a number of 
prominent ' Valeilos. On 'Monday morning 
a deputation ol citizens — consisting ol Messrs 
Sutton, Oppenheimer nnd Gladwin — waited 
upon the excursionists, aud requested their 
company at a pic-nio, which w„s to come 
off on tho following day at Hope. The ur- 
rungements of Capt Whito and Mr Mum ford, 
however, precluded the nccoptanoe ol the 
generous invitation, and at 11 o'clock, the 
Lilloooi cast oil her lines. As her haad was 
turned down stream, Mi Sutton's cannon 
boomed (orth a farewell, and in a few min- 
utes the brisk embryo city was lost sigh! of. 
To descend, is easier than to ascend a river 
with such a current as tho Eraser, aud hence 
the sixteen miles to'Hopo were accomplished 
in forty-live minutes. Hope presents a very 
forlorn appearuncu. Only three of its houses 
are occupied and tho rernaindor are falling 
to decay. Hope onco occupied n proud 
position as the head of sleam navigation on 
the Frasor; hut tho enterprise of the people 
of Yale has provod that their town is entitled 
Ihe position , and ruin has in conse- 
quence fallen on its unfortunate rival. The 
remainder of the journey doWD tho river was 
devoid of incident worthy of note. The 
company, assisted by tho urbane Fleming, 
amused themselves in various ways until 
New Westminster was reached, where un 
invitation lo dine, extended by Acting Colo- 
nial Secretary Ball to Capts. Franklin and 
Whito, was accepted by those gentlemon. 
Tho remain Inr of Iho gentlemen received 
invitations to attend a dinner given in their 
honor by Dr Cbismore, of the Collins Tole- 
graph Company, wbich was ably presided 
over by Mr Lamb, the Company's Superin- 
tecdanl.and lo which full justice was done 
On Tuesday morning — notwithstanding tho 
urgent request of the Now Westminster 
ilea to attend a Fireman's Pic-nic— tho ex- 
cursionists look leavo of Capt Fleming and 
their new-found friends and embarked on 
board tho Lincoln. At noon, amid tho firing 
of cannon from on shore, the dipping of (lags 
and tho waving of haudkerohicrs, tho cutter 
moved oil. The run to Victoria — under the 
guidance of Pilot Titcomb — was made in 
seven hours and a half, and the excursionists 
took leave of their hospitable entertainer, 
Capt White, and the ollicers under his com- 
mand, to whom thoy are one and all indebt- 
ed for the attentions and favors which wcro 
liberally bestowed upon them during the en- 
tire passage. Tho Yale excursion proved 
one of thu most delightful on record.

Tom was fined S25 or three 
months, Lucv was fined 820 for tho pnrl she 
took in the fray, Ivitly $10 and another In- 
dian 820.
